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We  have  examined  the  books  of  account  and  records  of  Mayviev;  State 
Hospital,  Mayview,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1969.  We  have  reviewed  its  system  of  internal  control  and  accounting 
procedures  and,  without  making  a detailed  audit  of  the  transactions, 
have  examined  or  tested  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  by  methods  and  to  the  extent  deemed  appropriate.  Our  exam- 
ination was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  included  all  procedures  vjhich  we  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  comments  and  recommendations 
contained  herein,  the  accompanying  Exhibits  A to  G,  inclusive, 
present  fairly  the  operations  of  Mayview  State  Hospital,  Mayview, 
Pennsylvania,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1969^  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  applied  on  a basis  con- 
sistent with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

COMMENTS  ON  FINANCIAL  OPERATIONS 


Cash  receipts  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  19^9  and  I968, 
see  Exhibit  B,  amounted  to  $1,157^369*30  and  $784, 39'^ • 07^  respec- 
tively, an  increase  of  $372,975*23  due  to  a rise  in  billing  rates. 

Accounts  receivable  as  of  June  30,  1969^  see  Exhibit  0,  amounted  to 
$542,535*70,  of  which  $17,654  were  billed  prior  to  April  I969* 

Since  the  majority  of  overdue  accounts  have  not  been  reported  to  the 
Department  of  Justice  as  required  by  Section  512  of  The  Administra- 
tive Code,  we  recommend  that  Department  of  Revenue  officials  in 
Harrisburg  take  immediate  measures  to  correct  this  deficiency.  The 
Revenue  Department  financial  report  for  the  month  of  June  I969  was 
prepared  April  l4,  1970,  approximately  9 months  in  arrears.  The 
Bureau  of  Institutional  Collections  Administrative  and  Accounting 
Procedures  Manual  states  that  the  financial  report  must  be  submitted 
to  Harrisburg  no  later  than  the  tenth  working  day  after  the  end  of 
the  reporting  month.  We  recommend  that  this  regulation  be  adhered 
to.  We  noted  that  the  accounts  receivable  increased  from  $31,302.21 
to  $542,535*70  during  the  fiscal  year  under  reviev;,  due  in  part  to 
the  Medical  Assistance  Program. 

It  was  impossible  for  our  auditors  to  arrive  at  a true  accounts 
receivable  figure  since  many  account  cards  were  removed  from  the 
active  file  when  a payment  or  other  credit  was  posted.  For  these 
reasons  Exhibit  C,  ''Statement  of  Changes  in  Accounts  Receivable", 
is  being  submitted  with  reservation. 
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Cash  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  19^9  and  19^8^ 
see  Exhibit  B,  amounted  to  $9,642,350.9'^  and  $8,005,890.25,  respec- 
tively, an  increase  of  $1,636,460.69,  substantially  accounted  for  by 
the  following: 


Salaries  - regular  salary  increments  and  an 
increase  of  26  additional  positions,  in 
addition  to  the  inception  of  the  37i'“hour 
week. 

Contracted  repairs  - Repointing  of  buildings, 
interior  painting  of  buildings,  and  altera- 
tions and  renovations  of  steam  lines. 

Laboratory  and  medical  supplies  - opening  of  the 
new  Bengs  Building  and  an  increase  in  the  use 
of  disposable  items. 

Equipment  and  machinery  - reduction  of  funds  during 
the  prior  fiscal  year  due  to  budget  limitations. 

Overtime  - inception  of  the  37i'“hour  work  week. 

Contracted  personal  services  - additional  medical 
and  surgical  services  rendered  by  the  dental 
hygiene  and  dental  care  departments. 

Specialized  services  - increased  costs  for  IBM, 
Univac,  D.P.A.  and  Civil  Service. 

Insurance,  surety  and  fidelity  bonds  - automobile 
liability  insurance  paid  for  a three-year 
period . 

Wages  - increase  in  the  wage  scale. 

Contracted  maintenance  services  - an  increase  in 

all  service  contracts  such  as  elevator,  garbage 
removal,  dry  cleaning,  rubbish  disposal,  et 
cetera. 

Office  supplies  - resulted  from  opening  of  the  new 
administrative  and  doctors'  offices  in  the  new 
Bengs  Building. 

Advertising  - cost  for  advertising  in  medical 
journals  to  help  fill  physician  vacancies. 

fSocial  security  contributions  - State  share 

(Employees'  hospitalization  insurance  - State  share 

(Employees ' group  life  insurance  - State  share  - 
all  due  to  new  object  code  classifications.

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ORIGIN  AND  PURPOSE 


Mayview  State  Hospital,  located  in  Mayviev;,  Allegheny  County,  v;as 
established  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  at  a site 
in  Mount  Washington,  Allegheny  County.  In  l8l8,  the  Hospital  v/as 
removed  to  a new  site  on  the  north  side  of  the  Allegheny  River  and 
remained  there  until  l893j  when  it  was  again  moved  to  vihat  is  nov: 
its  present  site  in  Mayview,  and  became  knov/n  as  Marshalsea.  In 
1916,  its  name  was  changed  to  the  Pittsburgh  City  Home  and  Hospital 
at  Mayview.  By  authority  of  Act  of  Legislature  approved 
September  29^  1938,  P.  L.  53^  as  amended  May  25,  1939^  L.  193^ 
the  title  and  control  of  the  Hospital  v;ere  assum.ed  by  the  Common- 
wealth. These  Acts  also  authorized  the  change  of  name  to  Mayview 
State  Hospital.  The  Commonwealth  took  formal  possession  on  June  1, 
19^1.  The  purpose  of  the  Hospital  is  to  care  for  and  treat  the 
mentally  ill  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  MANAGEMENT 


Under  provisions  of  Section  2313-1  of  The  Administrative  Code, 
the  management  is  vested  in  the  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  Public  Welfare. 


MEMBERS  OF  BOARD 


Sections  207^  208,  401,  and  2313-3  of  the  Code  make  the  Board  of 
Trustees  an  advisory  board  which  consists  of  nine  members  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Senate,  for  a term  of  six  years  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  the  Secretary  of 
Public  Welfare,  ex  officio.  Section  210  of  the  Code  provides  that 
the  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation.
